At present, however as licl'ore siig;;i's- 
ted. those expiu'ts seem on the iiiennise, .md 
this fact io .some is u marvel, in view of the 
jilnuist alisenec of interest that i.s felt for the 
mines of British Coliinihia. It will bo Heep. 
that ulrondy in the second quarter of 18G0,we 
have exported to Victoria at a rate -which 
would give us for the entire quarter a total 
of ?,5,'^n,424. or ?!17.'!..4flC, over the first quar- 
ter of the year. This ratio of iin:rciisc may 
not continue till the end of the quarter, yet 
there is no probahility to the contrary, in 
view of the monthly shipments of the present 
year. 

The qncstion whieh iirosents itsi.df is, as 
.siig^csteil, why is it that, not\vilhstandiiig 
that but a few tlnnisand iiersoii.s remain in 
the gold mines uf Uritish Coliinibia, so lar;;e 
an amount of goods continues to flow to- 
■ivards Victoria? VVill the passnnger movo- 
menta at this port throw any liglUon the sub- 
ject? Lot us 800. The following have been

This v.'ould leave a balance in I'avor of Brit- 
ish Columbia, derived I'roni thin jun t alone, 
of 8,483 persons. It may ho said that many 
persons, during the early part id" 'he gold o,\- 
oitcmont, lost their lives by accident, or tlui 
hostility of the Indians, and that frcjm this 
cause the number mentioned would be iniieh 
reddced ; but Itis well known that, indepen- 
dent of those emigrating from this port, thon- 
sands llockod to the newly-dis.~ovored gold 
mines, by land, from the upper part of thi.s 
Slate, and from Oregon. IJeside, the <lepart- 
nrcs from this port Ibr American ports on 
the Sound, are not iiichuled in the statistics 
' &dyemiand.'it is well kno\?n; ,that>tho'emlgra- 



tion from Europe to Vancouvor Island and 
Briti-sh Columbia has been by no means in- 
considorablo. 

But the most reliable information obtaiu- 
;il)le does not place the white population of 
Victoria and British Ppltjij^^la^^i^fllljisively at 
above live or six tKonsiMfd' pOTsin'sV Wiiere, 
then, do the consumers come from, itr what 
becomes of the largo amount of nieri liaiuli.se 
sent monthly from this port, to say iiothing 
of the A'ictoria cxiiorls fruin dig^gandvjiehls; 
lands and i;iiro])e, or the flour, provisions ah'd 
fruits from Oregon ? 

This dllliiniUy. it seems to us, can find but 
one mean.s of solution. Bcc.iuso there are 
but few people at Victoria, or in the mines, 
it does not follow that there is but a small 
impnhition in the adjacent American ]ioss- 
"ssions. Thoii.sands who have .smight tlio 
mines to roali'/.c hut di-a]ipoiiitment, hav(! set- 
tled in \\'asliinglon Territory, and look to 
Victoria I'or supplies of suidi articles of ne- 
ci.'ssitv or liKiiiry as they do not them- 
si l,. . produce. And in this they liavo 
a motive of no commoti, force. Victoria is n 
l'r"(! |.(irt. No duties are charged on mer- 
chandise imported, and hunee tin ::;erchants 
of \ ii'torIa can jn-olitably eonipete ■.villi, and, 
iiiiU'eil. nnderseil, the m(!rehants .T' the ad- 
iaceiit localities, in regard to all gooils not 
.\merieaii. This gives them a ileci.led ad- 
vant;ige over their Siuind neighljors and, in- 
ileed. renders Victoria a more desirahle place 
of |Mirch:ise, in many respei'ts, tluvii .San 
FriUieiseo. If goi's, at other ports ijiiti:ilili>, 
are wanted, of course, \'ietoria is resio'ted to, 
freight from San Franeipco to X'ictoria being 
ott'set by the absen(O) of duty (in the goods 
purchased. A largo jiortion of our cNporis 
to Victoria aro purchased in bond, and hence 
nre.ldid down al.Victm ia free of duty; , Pur- 
ohnsors from the adjacent dis;tricts have few, 
ifany, restrictions on their transfer to the 
American side, unless in large iiai'kages at 
the lew points guarded hy the ollicers of the 
American ciistoms. 

It is no wonder, then, leaving out of con- 
sideration that the Indians, who aro progress- 
ing to sonic extent in 'civilization, and arc be- 
.■oming eonsnmers of merchandise, particu- 
larly aitiiles of food and raiment— it is no 
woiidi'r, then, that the trade of \'i'-!oiia 
sluinld show a lieiithfnl iiu;re:ise — :ni(l it 
ivi.ul.l i.i. «tr!ii,;.'iT if those liiivin:r at hoiii'l 
the prosperity ni' the place should regard with 
jealousy the rapidly increasing sottlcniont of 
the American borders of the ^qund, for, such 
increase has preservcil their' ttivriiTroiri 'a de- 
cay as inevitable as that wliicli marked the 
mining pretensions (d'tln.se distriris whieh it 
was called into e.-;is|eih'e to snpiily, .\nd 
while the present policy .jf " linri. s " con- 
tinnes to be exercised, we shall .■■.\pr.-t to 
no dinnmitioi. in the uvports (d' mercbaiidist' 
in that .livM-iiou.

Mo Wonder They Won't Investigate. 

After such iisliile foreii.siu ilisplay.s a.s liavu 
been made by tho Attorney General to furce 
through Estimates wholly at variance with 
our limited capabilities, one wouKI naturally 
imagine from the or(>aii that tho govern- 
inenl hatl great cause ror>oongfatiilation un 
ttia Hoiise going into coMHtTTiSE or suppi.v. 
Buthewho would tako (tie hectic flush on 
the olieek of the consumptive, foi the rosy 
hue of health, yrould not be more deceived, 
than those who cungratiilate thei country, 
because the vote of Supply was carried 
thronifh' the absence of Mr. McDcmiiUI in 
con.iequence of ilomestie afllictioii. " Don't 
cry before you are mil nf ihn wnnds," i.f a 
sage remark in new countries, to those who 
lose their way ; aiul the moral might yet be 
drawn by the Ub.struotives to their preat 
chagrin. But wliatevcr shapi; tnaltcrs miiy 
take, certainly the lixocntive has great 
cause, when Jie hsars of his Ministef 's elTorts 
in his behalf, to exolajm, ."Save me from my 
friends.'' Forinstanue : daring the debate 
in Committee of Supply, Mr. Gary stated that 
the Governor had expressed no opinion as to 
whether Mr. Cridgo was entitled j£40U a year 
as Colonial Chaplain under his agreement 
with the H. B. Co., or not. The natural in- 
ference from this is, that when ho submitted 
it in the Estimates lis wa^ only putting in 
u.seless matter ; and was thus taking up 
the time of the House on a .subject of the 
justice of which he hail Jio opinion. Such is 
not an over-favorable light for a vizier 
to represent hi.s sultan in. Well may 
he exclaim, " Save tne from my friend.s." 
But there is no truth in Gary's state- 
merit-^- facts are against it. For since 
the expiration of Mr. Cridge's Ave years 
service, in September last, His Excellency 
has actually piid him his stipend. Had he 
no. opiiiion about that ? . Mr. Gossett did not 
pay it out withoiit an order, and the order 
was given ; yet the X'400 a year wa« put in 
the Esiimaies without an opinion. Will.' 
sucli contrailiclory siiiternenls aiut acts, ii Ih 
easilv seen why they wan; to shirk ilie 
accounts. The chaplain's salary was not 
the only smuggling done. The Tre,isurer'.s 
report says that £4,0bl 7s 2d, for land sales 
was never paid over to the Treasurer. 
What hsa become of it?" The Treasurer's 
statement does not show. And yet no in- 
vestigation into the accounts can be ad- 
milted ! The real state of the case is : the 
Surveyor General receives £4,0h~ ~< 'Jil, 
and does as he pleases with it. And Cary 
and Co, say — " We won't inquire inlu 
it." Now, if in 1859 £^,0o^ 7s 2d 1ns been 
spent unconstitutionally by the Surveyor 
General, how much has been spent from 
1849 to 1859? Solve it who can ; but Cary 
and Co. won't help you. They will nut 
investigate. 1'hey know too much tind fear 
the consequences. But there was' nfore 
smuggling still. . The Royal Hospital was 
sttfiering for funds last lall, as it is now. 
The last Assembiy voted to loan the library 
fund of £250 to tho hospital. When the* 
Governor applied to Mr. Dallas for it, he 
found no .such sum in the books; but he 
said that when Chief Factor Finlayson re- 
turned from British Columbia it would be 
inquired into. That ger.tletnan returned, 
and still no account i;- given of the wliere- 
abouts of the mis.-iiig .J.'-'oO. W'ti are firmly 
impressed with the conviction that Mr. Fin- 
layson is not mixed up in the matter. But 
whether others are in like condition is (jues- 
tiotiable. Siill tlin hospital, so much in 
want of money, cannot have it ; and what is 
mare strange still, Uie Obstructives will not 
inquire, as to its whereabouts, and pay it 
over.' Are Ihey not honest men ? In some 
countries for less, men have serv. d their 
country in more questionable structures and 
under closer watching than is common in 
Bird Cage Walk. 

But smuggling has been carried to a great- 
er extent than many suppose. In ttie letter 
of tho Governor to the A.ssenibly in answer 
to their protest against (he erection of thu 
new buildings, lie said the Company 
would defray all the e.\peii.-i>'i, ai.d yet 
money has been diverted from other sources 
for the purpose. Is ihi.i the leason why 
investigation is not courled? Even tele- 
. graphing ..to : a considerable, .^extent.; .was 
carried on to induce Mr. Gosaet to make 
a d H'erent .suitement, lugging in the fuiid.i 
expended by I'emberton aabona fide : yet he 
w<)uld not do it.' Nd'woader tlien they 
wonU investlgalft.

Examination of IfiiiNEV ANn Hawk- 
iiuiiST. — The exaininalion of Win. Francis 
Ilirney, yesterday morning, on a charge of 
attempting to assault one of the jailors on 
Tuesday morning, was had before Judge 
Pemberton, inMhe Polise-Gourt. The jailor 
testified that he went into the cell occupied 
by Birney, Hawkhurst nnd others, on Tues- 
day murnin^, and'that the iormer attempted 
to hf.k the cell door upon him, and struck 
at him with his irons.' The testimony of a 
prisoner convicted of a minor ofl'ence was 
taken, from which it appeared that, although 
in his cell at the time, ho only saw Hirney 
make a motion towards the jailor. The 
Judge committed him for trial before the 
Court of Sessions. The case of Hirney and 
Hawkhurst for (■oiispii ing to break jail, was 
then heard. The evidenco went to show 
that the irons of convicts had been tiled in 
such a manner that they could be thrown 
off at any moment,: and that a. break was 
meditated. The Judge sent them both up 
for trial to tho higher court. Both prisoners 
appeared in the dock with their heads shaved 
close to the scalp. Birney wore a white 
.silk liandkerchiof tied around his head, 
while Hawkhurst's cranium appeared in all 
its nak'uliie.-s. Hirney cross-examined the 
witnesses clds.-ly, ami exhibited a reckles.s- 
riess which was evulently only assuinetl. 
His eyes are siiiiken in his head, his form 
emaciated, and his whole appearance de- 
notes that hi.s mind is ill at ease. Hawk- 
hurst has a sunny, buyi.sli expression in lii- 
countenance, ai d looks like anything elsi 
but a hardened criminal; ha would occa- 
.sionally hurst int<i a lit of laughter at the 
odd expiession of some of the witnesses, 
and is evidently not hardened ih the way.- 
of vice. Additional mpa.sures will be taken 
by the authorities to pre;'ent the esctape of 
ttii-se men and heavier irons than they have 
heretofore worn have been ordered. 

Tub GiiEAT PnizR Fight. — Consider- 
able doubt Is thrown upon the genuineness 
of the report of thu prize ft^ht- between 
Sayers and Heenan in England, and many 
think that the fight never came off at all. 
In olden time.s, before telegrams and rail- 
roads were intioiluced, it was quite a com- 
mon occurrence for the wags of a .seaport 
town to procure the publication of a bogii: 
"extra," and start it oil before the mail 
hours, on purpose to .'ell tho folks in tin 
interior of the uouutry, with late and im- 
portant news on' variouii topics. It nmy bi- 
that the same trick has been played on the 
Cnliforniahs. The next steamer will de 
cidethe matter, however; and we advi.te 
those who have money staked upon the 
result of the contnst, to wait for further in 
telligence from below.

'i'lu! (:\aiiiiiiauon of J ohn Stickles, charged 
with throwing a rope-ladder over tho fence 
of tho jail-yard, look place on Tuesday 
morning, before Judge Pemberton. The 
rope-ladder, which was made, of^marlin, an 
old case-knife, (the edge of which had been 
converted into a saw,) and a smalj hand-saw 
file, were produced in court. The knife and 
file were found in the cell occupied by Bir- 
neyand Hawkhnrst. There is no doubt, from 
the evidence given below, that an escape 
was meditated by Birney and Hawkhurst, al" 
though Mr. Stickles may not have been in> 
lerested in it. D. B. .Ring, Esq., appeared 
for tho [irisoner. 

John (iayley. Superintendent of Police 
testified that about 4 o'clock on Monday af- 
ternoon, he was informed that a rope-ladder 
had been thrown over the wall; went to the 
rear of the prison, on the alley, and saw 
Stickles standing in the vicinity of the jail 
and knowing him to be a companiiin of Bir- 
ney, arrested him on suspicion of having 
thrown the rope over. Stickles lives on 
Vates slieet; i.s a turner of wood. 

Jas. liarnwell, a colored carpenter, testi- 
'i(;d to seeing the prisoner pass by the jail 
fence several times during the afternoon of 
.Monday. 

Edwaril Wright, jailor, testified that on 
Monday about half-past three o'clock, p. 

.M., he noticed something unusual in the 
demeanor? of the nrlsoneis, and on lookiaf 
around discoveiud a inpe-ladiler lying near 
the privy in the yard; picked it np and 
lockeil the prisoners in their colls, and sent 
for .M . Hayley. Hirney was breaking stone 
in the yard al the time ; Hawkhurst was in 
ihe iiiiicT yaid ; there was a s(iiii{'1|uiil; in 
the conilucl of the prisoners that excited my 
su«p'c.''Mi ; thf-'e cf the !;,''W!1lt;: \v;'.-j- 
grouped Ingellier, the rope might pos.sibly 
have lieen in the pos.4eHslon of one of the 
prisoners; lexamined the;irons of all the 
prisoners; found the irons of Hawkhurst 
with the rivets cut ; Hii iiey's irons had the 
ancle-b;uul luit lliroiigli ; were C(>vereil with 
a .slip of iron and muslin, and were stuck 
together with .something like soft pitch. 

Geo. Pearkes, Esq., lestilied to knowing 
the prisoner in Canada; uame to California 
with him, and would trust him with untold 
gold. 

D. W. Gordon, sworn — Knew tho prisoner 
as an upiigiit man ; heard him say ye.iterday 
morning to siitiie mt'rnbers of the fire 
deparlment that he would go down in the 
I'ouise of ih'! afternoon and look at the new 
(lag of tho Deluge Company; thinks that 
was his business in the vicinity of the jail, 
at the lime he was arrested. 

.SnperintendiMit Hayley examined the 
cn.-it of the prisiiiier in court, and detected no 
smell (d lar; tin' rope i.s a tarry one. 

J.-K. Hiiriwi-ll r<-called.— At the lime .'the 
pilsdiier pa-si',1 !ii! had his coat buttuned'up 
an<l his airn.s folded. 

The Police J udue thought ha saw suffi- 
cient evidence to send the case to the 
higher conn ; and adrnitl Hl the pri.iniu^r to 
bail in the Mini (.!

Khoiild rcproiiont his view*, and giv* eaeh memlicr 
un opportunity to do the same. He then reviewed 
the Eitim.ites, and commented upnn the itcmi 
favorably, with the exception of an allowanco of 
£400 lo the Kev. Mr. Cridgc as Colonial Chaplain ;
